Coffee Prices 
Increased 
by the OPA 


Washington, Aug. 14 —(/P) —OPA 
today authorized immediate retail 
price increases on coffee, ranging 
from 10 to 13 cents per pound. 
The increase results from: 
1. Cancellation of an import sub- 
sidy of 3 cents a pound. The sub- 
sidy was discontinued when 
the 


price control law lapsed July 1. 
2. An increase of about 2 cents 


a pound authorized tor importers 
June 28. This increase had 
not 
been passed on lo retail levels. 


3. A further increase of about 3 
cents a pound in importers ceilings 
authorized today as an inducment 
to increased coffee importation. 
The amount of the retail increase 


will varv depending upon method 
of distribution of coffee, OPA said. 
The agency authorized an 
in- 
crease of 10 1-4 cents a pound for 
processors of roasted coffee, coffee 
compounds, soluble coffee and sol- 
uble coiiec products. 
OPA said lhal wholesalers and 
retailers, including retail 
wagon 
route sellers, may apply their reg- 
ular percentage markups to 
the 
new. higher cost of coffnc. 


Also today, OPA authorized ceil- 


ing price increases £or Jry edible 
beans to offset cancellation of sub- 
sidy payments. 
The agencv said the biggest in- 
crease at retail will be about two 
cents a pound tor red kidney beans. 
White navy beans will go up about 
one cent a pound. 


Housewives will begin paying the 
higher price sas soon as suppliers 
have notified grocers of the in- 
crease, OPA said.

.ration (VA) tolerate this

tion? It has to, the way the law is 
written.

It's a case of divided authority.

'•^Chinese leaders — who contend 
thai Ihey signed the 30-year agree- 
raeul. giving Russia great conces- 
sions in Manchuria only because of 
pressure from other United 
Na- 


t i o n s — say freely thai they con- 
sider Moscow 
has 
violated 
the 


agreement almost from Ihe day il 
waj signed. 


There is no doubt thai relations 


between Ihe Iwo countries 
have 


grown worse rather than betler, 
principally because of the conlinu- 
jng batlling belween Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's government and 
the Chinese Communists. 


The latest indication of 
friction 


was a Russian effort to bar China 
from parlicipalion in 
the 
Paris 


peace conference as a sponsoring 
nation. 


Two major accusations are made 


against Soviet forces which occu- 
pied Manchuria: 


1—That Russians looled Manchu- 


rian 
induslry 
of 
all 
moveable 


equipment during the prolonged So- 
viet occupation ,and thereby robbed 
the country of its opportunity for 
rapid recovery from the havoc of 
eight years of war. 


2—That Ihe 
Soviet occupation 


foices permitted infiltration of Chi- 
nese Communist armies into Man- 
'ohuria, and allowed the seizure of 
vast arsenals and supply dumps by 
Urimese Communist lorces. 


Despite the treaty of friendship, 


there is litlle expectation here that 
China and Russia can become good 
neighbors until the Chinese Com- 
munist question is settled. 
There as no direct evidence that 


Russia is giving the Chinese Com- 
munists any physical support what- 
ever. But evidence does exist in 
many forms that the Chinese Reds 
have Ihe complele moral support of 
Moscow. That fact plays an im- 
portant part in every move toward 
settlement of China's civil strife, 
since each side is shaping policies 
with one eye open for possible re- 
percussions from

northern 
neighbor.

There is no doubt thai relations 


between Ihe Iwo countries 
have 


grown worse rather than betler, 
principally because of the conlinu- 
jng batlling belween Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's government and 
the Chinese Communists. 


The latest indication of 
friction 


was a Russian effort to bar China 
from parlicipalion in 
the 
Paris 


peace conference as a sponsoring 
nation. 


Two major accusations are made 


against Soviet forces which occu- 
pied Manchuria: 


1—That Russians looled Manchu-

equipment during the prolonged So- 
viet occupation ,and thereby robbed 
the country of its opportunity for 
rapid recovery from the havoc of 
eight years of war.

'ohuria, and allowed the seizure of 
vast arsenals and supply dumps by 
Urimese Communist lorces. 


Despite the treaty of friendship, 


there is litlle expectation here that 
China and Russia can become good 
neighbors until the Chinese Com- 
munist question is settled. 
There as no direct evidence that 


Russia is giving the Chinese Com- 
munists any physical support what- 
ever. But evidence does exist in 
many forms that the Chinese Reds 
have Ihe complele moral support of 
Moscow. That fact plays an im- 
portant part in every move toward 
settlement of China's civil strife, 
since each side is shaping policies

AMENDMENT NO. 33 


SUBMITTED BY

FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL., 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 


SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected lo each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the 
Conslilulion of Ihe State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representalives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voling thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amendment, 
Ihe same shall become a part of 
Ihe Constitution of the Slate of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 


No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
Slate of Arkansas be amended to 
read as follows: 


The county courts of the Stale in 


their respective counties together 
with a majority of the justices of 
no peace of such county, in addi- 
tion to the amount of county tax 
allowed lo be levied, shall have 
;he power lo levy nol exceeding 
ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
able property of their respeclive 
counties, which shall be known as 
the county road tax, and when 
collected shall be used in ,the re- 
spective counties for the purpose 
of making and repairing public 
roads and bridges of the respective 
counties, and for no olher purpose, 
and shall be collected in United 
slates currency or county warrants 
legally drawn on such road tax fund 
i a majority of the qualified elec- 
.ors of such counly shall have voled 
uiblic road lax at the general elec- 
tion for State and county officers 
preceding such levy at such elec-

AMENDMENT NO. 33

OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected lo each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the

election, adopt such amendment, 
Ihe same shall become a part of 
Ihe Constitution of the Slate of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment
